much of this is found among us. Human 
wealth, human grandeur, human literature, 
all naturally producing human loftineſs, 
have almoſt buried Jeſus in Great Britain. 
The power of lineſs is gone, and the 
form is ſcampering after it. The Head of 
the Chriſtian body is diſhonoured and re- 


jetted ; and the members can' have no life, 


apart from the Head. Theſe Hymns are 
likely to pleaſe no one, who is pleaſed with 


himſelf. They are defigned to ſet a man. 


at variance with himſelf, and to ſhew that 


his worſt foes are lodged in his own breaſt. 
Nor yet will they ſatisfy a Laodicean pro- 


feſſor, who is neither cold nor hot, and 
feemeth to be rich, but is poor, having am 
head full of knowledge, and a heart full of 
mammon, talking bravely of the doctrines 
of faith, but a ſtranger to holineſs and the 
life of faith. My Kindly readers muſt be 
ſuch, as feel they have no ſpiritual fupphies. 
in themfelves, nor ability to lay up ſtores 
for a future ſupply, and therefore live as 
daily penſioners on the Saviour's: bounty; 
having vital union with him by faith, pro- 
ducing conformity to him; and centering 
all their hope in him, while receiving all 
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Do you. wiſh an how as. angels ſing ? 
Aſk of God an heavenly mind. An harp 
muſt be tuned, before it makes good muſic. 
And when the heart is put in tune, well 
warmed with the love of God, ſimging 
proves delightfome ſervice, and a heavenly 
caſt, But — — 
unto God, Se merit roofts in man. 
Who thanks ni. for only paying us 
what is our due? And if cternal life is not 
the gift of God, but wages due for ſervice, 
no need to thank him for his heaven. 
Since merit has prevailed much among us, 
Plalm-fwging is e a vulgar bufinels in 
our churches. This tax of praiſe is col- 
lected chiefly from an organ, or a ſolitary 
clerk, or ſome bawling voices in a 


loft. The congregation may liſten. if they 


pleaſe, or talk in whiſpers, or take a gentle 
nap. By feeling ourſelves monuments of 
mercy, pajed, a, and redeemed by. it, 
we. learn to love and praiſe the Author of 
ſuch mercy. 


Twelve years ago theſe Hymns were 


compoſed. in a fix months illneſs, and have 
fince laid neglected by me; often threatened 
with the fire, but have eſcaped that mar- 
tyrdom. Fatherly mercy prevented that 
literary death ; for authors can ſeldom 
prove rut to their oun offspring, how -
